New York, October 7.—Hell is meet- 
ing with increasing skepticism, 

A number of prominent persons not 
only are inclined to doubt the existence 
of the bad place, but some openly 
laugh at the idea, 

Correspondents in the United States 
and Europe undertook to learn the 
views of leaders about the traditional 
dwelling place of brimstone and devils, 
after the attack by the bishop of 
Liverpool and other British ecclesias- 
tics on such a belief, 

Official Wushington avoided the dis- 
cussion almost unanimously. It was 
pointed out that no hard-headed poli- 
tician would risk votes either from 
hell’s friends or hell’s enemies. 

Bishop’s Views. 

Bishop William T. Manning, of New 
York, “agreed in the main” with the 
Iinglish bishops. 

“Much of the seriptural teaching is 


figurative, and much has been taught 


and preached in the past regarding 
hell which was neither scriptural nor 
reliable,” said the bishop. ‘But sin in- 
flicts its own punishment by its own 
ruinous effects on character and per- 
sonality. We are what we make our- 
selves. Fach one of us is making 
heaven or hell for himself each day he 
lives,” 

Other bolder souls said: 

Sir Oliver Lodge—“ Abolition of hell 
as a Christian belief is so obviously 
in accordance with common sense that 
I see nothing worth commenting 
about.” 

Suzanne Lengler—“I am convinced 
there certainly is a hell—on earth. 
Any later hell seems so unnecessary 
as to make its existence speculative.” 

Marjorie Rambeau, Actress—‘I can- 
not bring myself to believe that a su- 
preme being—a God of love—would 
bring into existence a race of human 
beings and command them to love one 
another, and then turn around ,and 
Create a place in which to torment 
them.” 

The Rev. John Roach Stratton, Fun- 
damentalist Pastor, New York— 
“Christ was the greatest hell preacher 
of all time. Yet He was the God of 
Love. Hell is ar® inevitable fact. 
Those who eternally sin against God 
must suffer inevitably from the wrath 
to cone.” 

Sir William Arbuthnot Lane, 
World’s Greatest Surgeon—"The idea 
some hell igs necessary is a matter of 
discipline to religion the same as a 
system of punishment is necessary to 
schoolmasters.”
